The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest, alone or in a combination, among other 
things, at least a dither code detector and its method as a whole, the combination of elements and 
features, which includes a first memory storing a current portion of the correlation signal at a 
location according to a first count of a first modulus corresponding to a dither of at least a first 
one of the dithered codes and outputting a delayed portion of the correlation signal when the first 
count next addresses the location according to the first modulus, and a combiner adding the 
delayed with the current portion of the correlation signal to generate a first combined correlation 
signal as cited in the claims.
